Dear Brother Jack: — 

Just a few lines in a hurry to let 
you know J received your letter and 
the cigars o. k., and many thanke 
for the same. We are enjoying those 
smokes at the present moment. 

We haye just had our Xmas feed, 
and it wasa fine one, our band 
played played for us during: din- 
ner’ These little trips out of the 
trenches are always looked forward 
to with great anticipation, as we 
get a good wash, put on clean dry 
clothes once more and feed up. 

Things are holding pretty much 
the same here, we keep droping a 
few of them all the time, their 
places are filled up again and the 
little game rolls on. 

We go at thinge now just like an 
ordinary day’s work, though it gets 
the nerve of some of the best of 
them. I haveseen more than one 
sent back with what we call the 
barbed wire fever’? and it is 
pretty hard to blame those that 
get it. Ones nerves get pretty raw 
by the time a dozen or so high ex- 
plosive shells have lit in your 
vicinity.

| BUTTER VERSUS WHEAT 


the adoption of 
in Western Canada 
should be interested in the fact that 
dairying in the great wheat Province 
of Saskatchewan has ‘increased at o 
more rapid rate during the past three 
years than grain growing. The Co 
operative Creameries of Saskatche- 
wan, operated by the Dairy Brancli 
of the Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture during the summer monthe, 
recently made the _ folfowing state- 
ment, showing the output of butter 
for every season since 1913:

These figures, it may be observed, 
show that the output for the five 
months in 1915 has been increased 
over the same period of last year by 
56 per cent., and by 107 per cent,, over 
the same period in 1913. One of the 
principal growing markets for Sas- 
katchewan Government butter is Brit- 
ish Columbia, where the product from 
New Zealand has been driven out 
steadily by the superior and less ex- 
pensive importations from the Cana- 
dian prairie, 

A comparison with the industry of 
grain growing shows that dairying in 
Saskatchewan {ts making far more 
rapid gains than are being made in 
grain crops. The acreage io grain 
within the bounds of Saskatchewan 
this year amounted to 10,548,795, com- 
pared with 9,912,464 acres in 1924, and 
9,682,126 acres in 1918. Thus, while 
the figures for dairying show tnoreas- 
es of 55 and 107 per cent., those per- 
taining to grain growing reflect an ia- 
crease in 1915 of no more than 8.9 per 
cent., over 1913, and only 6.8 per cent. 
over 1914. 

The Market Problem 


Of course, the problem of market 
ing the rapidly increasing dairy pro- 
ducts of Saskatchewan or any other 
Western Province is one that must en- 
gage the attention of producer and @is- 
tributor alike. However, in the per- 
iod of recovery which will follow the 
war, Canada {is sure to adhere to the 
policy of encouraging home industries, 
which has prevailed for over a gener- 
ation, There is no doubt, too, that 
the policy of the people: will be more 
and more to patronize the products 
made by their fellow citizens, Nation- 
nl economy will make thistourse com- 
pulsory, and the result will be that 
American manufacturers, instead of 
supplying the Canadian market from 
United States, will have to come over 
to Canada with branch factories. 
‘These will employ Canadian men and 
women, who, in turn, will be in the 
market for farm products of every 
description, Thus we see the ipter- 
relation of town ahd country. As long 
as Canada adheres to her existing 
trade policy, farmers in all parts of 
Canada will have no diffoulty in find 
ing an ever available market for all 
the food products they cau grow.
